NEW YORK, February 22. — The cere- 


mony of raising tho American flag on 
the steamship New York, arranged for 
noon today, was marred by tho incle- 
ment weather of this morning. The cer- 
emonies werj in&do late hy the delay of 
tha President owing to tho storm, bat 
everything was in 
rcadiaesi at 12 


o'c ock. 


The Nev; York, having taken up a po- 


sition near the battery, tho United States 
crnieer Chicago proceeded there also. 


Along the river the doeke flnd vessels 


were gaily decorated, all the big tranfut- 
r.ntic linera in port flying flag! at every 
leak, and long 
linen 
of streamers 


stretched from mast to mast. 


On the New York two battalions ol 


naval reserves were on duty. She looked 
spick and span, as did all the sailors, 
who were in new uniforms. 


Quite a croxd was in the Pennsylvania 


depot on the Jersey City side when 
.he President's tram at last drew in 
about 2 o'clock. The President walked 
do\vn the platform, leaning on the arm 
of Mayor Gilroy. Secretaries Elkins 
and Rusk, and Postmaster General 
Wannamttker, and General J. A. Bu- 
rnout followed, and witu the rest of the 
uarty, arrived on board the "steamer 
Sam S!oane, and almost immediately 
after steamed off for iha Sew York. 


Upon the leceiplof the news of the 


arr val of tho Presidential party tbe 
cruiser fired a President's salute, and 
followed it up ten minutes later with 
another in honor oi Secretary Tracey. 


President Harrison came aboard the 


New York shortly niter 2 o'clock. The 
naval reserve drew up iu double rank on 
thfl hurricane deck and the presidential 
party wts given a hearty cheer. 


The President waa escorted to the 


atom of the ship by Captain John G. 
Jaraieon, commander, followed by the 
'oar members oi the cabinet who were 
^resent, Clements Griecom, president of 
,he American line, and the directors of 
.he company. 


Congressman W. Bourke Cockran, to 


whom was given the honot of formally 
hunting President Harrison to raise the 
flag, stepped forward and said: 


"My friends, I have been asked by the 


officera of the company, whose hospital - 
ity we now enjoy, to open the cere- 
monies, these ceremonies to consist ol 
replacing A. fnraiEn.flae.bv tha-flair ol _nnr_ 
country at the most head of this triumph 
of the ship builders art. It IB a magnifi- 
cent occasion and it marks a peacefnl 
conquest, a conquest of civilization which 
we celebrate when we annex this splen- 
did specimen of marine architecture to 
the American merchant marine. I turn, 
sir, to you," turning to President Harri- 
fion, "who stand before the world today 
a high type of the citizenship of this 
country, a hero and defender of intro- 
tegrity, and commit to your hands tho 
patriotic task, of unfurling from 
the 


mast head the fltg which typified Ameri- 
can liberty and progress." 
Ilia address waa received with great 


applause. 


President Harrison then aaid ; 
"It gives me pleasure * t<j consummate 


here today by the act of lifting this flag, 
the legislation to which I gave my 
hearty support. I felt as a cititen and 
as President the mortification which ev- 
ery American mnst feel who examinee 
into the standing of the U nited States in 
tho merchant marine of the world, and 
T believed we had reached on epoch in 
our development when we might sue- 
ceesfally take up the work of recovering 
our fair share in tbo carrying trade of 
the world. [A.pplauee.1 We lift the 
flag today over one ship, an event inter- 
esting in itsslf, bnt it ia of interest to me 
in the fact that ship ia a type and nra- 
curaorol many others that are to float 
this flag. [Applanae.l 
Immediately the silk stars. and stripes 


were rnn up, and a string of at ream era 
unfurled, extending over the mastheads 
to the bow and stern of tfie blc liner. 


The President's flog topped the main- 


mast, the company's new house flap 
fioahed at. the foro, and the mail flag wai 
displayed at the mizsenmaat simultane- 
ously. 
With the appearance of Old Glory over 


the topaaii tho guns of the Chicago fired 
a national ealnte. The navy yard in 
Brooklyn also renponded, and then fol 
lowed a pan'3emonium of whistline anc 
bellrinitinf; from crafta in the harbor. 


A trip down the bay was canceled an 


account of tha atorm. 


At the conclusion of the ceremonies 


President Harrison retired to -the main 
Bfllocm where he hold a reception. 


At 3.30 tha presidential party went on 


a steamer which departed immediate!] 
or Jeraey City, where they took the 
train for Washington.

Theodore C. Metzler, the well known 


Ban Francisco detective, has not had 
twenty-six years of experienceinhia pro- 
fession without obtaining some very 
strong impressions and opinions in regard 
to crimo and criminals. 


''As a sort of test," said Mr. Metzler, 


"for what I have to say on this subject, 
I will state ihnt in considering men and 
women us criminals, between whom and 
their deeds coniimrisons arc to be made. 
I consider that, while man isundoubted- 
ly, iis a rule, ilio inovn prouiineut in 
crime, woman, on the other hand, ia at 
once more cruel auil cuniiins in whut 
she does. 


"From tho circumstance tbat a con- 


Biderable less nnmtiRr of -\vomon than 
meii arc convicted of crime the iuCer- 
_iuco is drawn tli.it iu woionn the crim- 
inal propensities are weaker or under 
better control. Such a conclusion is, 
however, not borne out by the facts, for 
when crimes have bt-eu traced to women 
it lias been fouml in the great majority 
of cases that the guilty deeds have beeu 
committed not oniy v;ith systeinatic 
cunning, bnt r.l.jo with a coolness and 
cruelty which have syldom been attrib- 
uted to man. 
' 


"There aro several reasons," coiitiimeil 


Mr. Metzler, "why so few women have 
been convicted of crime. Man's natural 
BjTUpathy for her often causes him to 
overlook important points against licr, 
null then again ho ia always extra care- 
ful for fear ho might do her injustice 
and injury. Men iu the detective pro- 
fession may pretend io have no sympathy 
for a woman, yet a good looting faco 
and a bewitching siuil« always find a 
teuder spot in their hearts. 
• "Of course there aro exceptions, but 
they aro very few. If there are men in 
this profession who arc not susceptible 
to a woman's plea, I, in my experience 
of twenty-sir years, have failed to fincl

Many of tnc temptations 
to crime come from business complica- 
tions, in which women have little or no 
share, ns they spend most of their tiinu 
at home with their children and feimile 
companions. Most homicides, you know, 
are tho results of auger excited when 
persons nra away from their homes and 
families, as violent, quarrels generally 
lalto-place iu the street or barroom, anil 
not in tho parlor or sitting room. 


"Now as to the cruelty iiud delibera- 


tion of the female criminal. The history 
of crime shows that most of the inurderd 
committed by women are those perpe- 
trated by the administration of poison. 
They show careful preparation and great 
deliberation. 
In almost every instance 


treachery is employed, tho victim btins 
invited to partake of refreshments hy 
one who is presumed to bo a friend. 


"Murder by the administration of poi- 


son is considered tho most fonl and the 
darkest of all crimes, but it is the one 
that women have been addicted to more 
generally tuaii men in all ages and 
countries. 


'Another very remarkable- fact," con- 


tinued the detective, "has recently been 
mentioned in a London paper by the 
chaplain of Clerkenwell jail. It is that 
some criminals are practically incnrable. 
From a table prepared by him it was 
sb^Tn that duriiis last year there were 
committed to the prisons ami jails of 
England and. Wales 5.GS6 men and. 0,7(U 
women who had been, convicted no less 
than ten times previously. You see tho 
force of the comparison. 


"A partial explanation of this strange 


state of things may be found in the fact 
tbat women are more thoroughgoing iu 
all things, good, bad or indifferent, than 
tho men. They do nothing by halves. 
Be the matter the construction of a 
shortcake, tha making of a crazy quilt 
or tho poisoning of a rival, woman de- 
votes all he* time, knowledge and talent 
to what slio has in view. 


"Then, again,a woman haa Jess chance 


of reforming than a man. The latter 
can go to a strange or distant place, 
raise whiskers or shave those he had, as- 
sume a different name and commence 
life anew. Ho con generally find em- 
ployment, but with the woman it is 
more difficult. Disguise ia not so easy, 
jmd if slio goes to n different ulaco i>omo 
one is liable to recognize her. 


"A strango woman is always looked 


on with suspicion, as it is presumed that 
she wonlil prefer to live in tho town 
whero she was brought up and where 
her old acquaintances are. A man gets 
credit for his enterprise if he goes to a 
new country aud engages in a business 
for himself, Irat such is not tho caso 
with a woman. If she is once discov- 
ered her own ses are tha first to point 
their fingers at her, turn up their noses 
and refuse t-J Rssocmtu with her, the re- 
sult of which is that sho becomes hard- 
ened ami callous, .inu is again driven to 
crime."—S;:n Fninuis-co Post.

Tha making of prapa eyrnp has been 


conducted for thousands ot years and 
waa a staple, article in early Jewish 
times. I aeeno reason why it may not 
become equally popular now in this 
country. I have tasted samples made in 
your state that are indeed excellent, but 
I think they could be improved upon by 
evaporating by steam be^t or Borne of the 
best improved syrup evaporators. The 
lighter colored the syrup can be made 
the belter price it will bring. 


I have tested it on the table naert as 


maple syrup is used and think it fully 
equal, although quite different in flavor. 
1 have talked with BJIUO of the leading 
fancy grocers in this city and they all 
eaythatit could be easily introduced. 
My idea is to have a barrel sent to a vary 
few of the best grouera in the large cities 
and have bottles holding a pint filled 
and on tho. outside an attractive label 
stating just what it is, where it is made 
and from what variety of firape, where 
this id"practicable and proGont a bottle 
to each of his best customers as far B9 
P083iblo. Tie labels should nleo state 
what the syrup would cost per gdlon 
and then this should bo backed up with 
a carload ready to be ordered and pat on

You will see that tbe railroad 
Freights consume tbe Hon'a share, and 
tbat the grower nets fhe last grab. lam 
now taking up my vineyard by the roots, 
find have thus reached A solution of the 
problem."

star rising in tho dawn it will ffet more 
and more difficult to observe tbo nearer 
;be time of Bunrise b approached. There- 
tore what the uuuienU did was to deter- 
mine n time before sunrise in the earl;

obviously and clearly seen to rise. The

He was removed by some friends to

The Count, whose title ia said to be 


genuine, came here several years ago 
with other colonials from Holland and 
purchased some land in tbe Holland 
colony tract about four miles north of 
th.s city, which they planted for the 
most part "m raisin viuea, and which for 
the meat part haa baen a highly unpro- 
fitable venturo owing to tho poor quality 
of the land.

Huron, 50CO acres were put in grain, and 
it is looking floe. A luaetsive dam WAS 
constructed there laet rail, and the grain 
land has been flooded four times, which 
alrnoit insures a large crop. 


Oataide dry lauds must have rain 


within ten days or two weaks iu order to 
have even a small crop guaranteed. Con- 
siderable grain haa rotted and the birdi 
bave destroyed some, bat still the out- 
look IB encouraging. 


More land has been leased by the r^il- 


road company for sheep rangiB thia year 
than ever before, and the grass is in 
such good condition that sheep owners 
aie jubilant. Of tho 120,000 e.heep on 
the West Bide nob one has been drivau 
away in qneat of better pasturage.

51DITOE jRBrtruLiCAN.—Bat a few days 
ill elapse before tbe people of Fresno 


will be called npoa to vote for or against 
he issuance of $75,000 of bonds for the 
alleged purpose of completing the Bower 
yatemof Fresno, and yet tbe question 
iu been scarcely mentioned by the 
press, and but little discussed by prop- 
irty owners. 


It occurs to mo that the matter is of 


too much importance to be carelessly 
disposed of. Aside from tbe general dia- 
tUBt of tbe majority of the present 
ward of trustees and the conviction that 
it ought not to ha trusted frith public 
oueineas or public funds, there haa been 
10 general demand for this expenditure. 


The present sower system supplies ihe 


requirements of tbe moat thickly settled 
portions of. the city, and in some cf ita 
exteoBiona reaches the sparsely settled 
blocks where Ecavcely a home is cou- 
nected with it. It haa been found im- 
[HJEeiblo to persuade or compel some peo- 
ple to make connections with thesawers, 
rhongh many have done eo at considera- 
ble trouble and expanse. 


The efficiency of the system for Fresno 


baa beon pretty well established and no 
one wishea to change it or to prevent its 
tioal completion for all of the city. Bnt 
there has been no valid reason given for 
fta full completion now. The line run- 
ning northerly through Stanislaus and 
other Btreeta already reaches to tbe city 
limits, while the Kern street, sewer 
reaches to within four or five blocks of 
the city limits. Tbe sewering of two or 
more parallel streets in accordance with 
ibo o:!gmal placa, frith a few Ift'oral 
seffore would bo all that IB requ'rad un- 
:il population Iwromea moro dense in 
iho outlviui; blocka. 


Tfaia work could be dona by tiio ex- 


penditure of $10 000 or $15,000 during 
becoming year, and further extensions 
could be made during encceadicg years, 
as rtquired. A little ecorumy in some 
other directions would permit thia ex- 
penditure without incroaaad taxation. 
The disposition to run deeply iu debt IB 
as pernicious smorg municii'a'.itiefl ns 
among individuals, and a lar^e debt ia 
an incubus upon nny city. 


We have already voted a bonded in- 


debtedness of $175,000, and at least 
$75,000 more must be votsd for needed 
school boueea. Add to thia $75,000 for 
finishing tha sewer system, and we are 
confronted with a debt that can only ba 
burdensome. If tbe debt was only in- 
curred for tbe construction ol water 
works, or pas or electric light worki.the 
revenue from which wonld provide for 
tbe interest, it might be adviaabta even 
now, but unproductive city investments 
ehoald be sparingly made.
